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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's amendment and two-month extension of time, 
which were received by the Office on October 22. 2004. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-8, and 12-15 are canceled. Claims 20 and 21 have been added. Claims 5, 9- 
1 1 , and 16-21 are active. 

Drawings 

3. Applicant's corrected formal drawings were received by the Office on October 22, 2004 
and have been approved by the Examiner. Consequently, the Examiner is withdrawing the 37 
CFR 1.84(p)(4) objections, which were made against Figs.l and 2 in the last Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. Upon further reconsideration of applicant's amendments and claim cancellations, the 
Examiner is withdrawing the 35 U.S. C 102(e) rejections based upon the references of Carter et al 
'358 and Johnson et al '425, which were made against claims 1, 4-8, 12, and 13 in the last Office 
action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 5, 9-1 1, and 16-21 are allowed.

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Newly added claims 20 and 21 recite method claims pertaining to electrical stimulation 



Again, as mentioned previously for claims 9 and 16, the method of claims 20 and 21 make 
specific mention of using field-programmable gate arrays (FPGAs) to generate their sine-wave 
outputs. A follow-up prior art search failed to yield art teaching the use of these types of circuits 
for the purposes claimed; consequently, the Examiner also deems these claims to be allowable 
over the prior art of record. 

Claims 9-1 1 and 16-19 were previously deemed to be allowable over the prior art. See 
"statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter" in the last Office action 
(5/25/04).
